cuit, William Cole, aged 36, was tried before Ser- 
geant Holcombe, and sentenced to seven years’ 
transportation, for having stolen two pints of ci- 
der from a gentleman! Another prisoner, con- 
vieted before the same personage, of stealing a 
cow, but not froma gentleman, was sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment. 

At Warwick assizes, a little girl, thirteen years 
old was sentenced to death, for setting fire to a 
dwelling bouse, occupied by Martha Wright.— 
Mrs. Wright had scolded her, and in a freak of 
childish petulance, she took this mode of aven- 
ging herself. When charged with it, she laugh- 
ed, and confessed she did it on purpose—evident- 
ly not knowing the criminality of her act. The 
law that would sentence such a child to death 
for such an act, must be from the pit. And yet 
there are those, so full of reverence for human 
law, that they deem it impiety to speak against 
any enactment however atrocious.

“CLERKENWELL.—On Tuesday, a young woman 
named Jane Ward, aged about 18, a mild-looking 
and apparently destitute creature, was charged 
with begging. Jones, the mendicity officer, de- 
posed that on the previous evening he saw the 
— begging in Montagu st., Russell square. 

itness saw her receive money from two persons, 
and took her into custody. Mr. Combe—What 
have you tosay to the charge? Prisoner—I-was 
only trying to get a few halfpence to buy a little 
lavender to sell in the streets. (The poor crea- 
ture burst into tears, and continued to weep bit- 
terly.) Mr. Combe—Is she known at the Mendi- 
city dsa beggar? Jones—No, sir, not that lam 
aware of. Prisoner—I never begged, indeed, sir; 1 
was trying to get a few pence to buy laven- 
der. In answer to further questions from the 
magistrate, she said that her mother and father 
lived in ae some years ago, but that she 
now lived with a marriedcouple named Street, in 
Queen st., Bloomsbury. Mr. Combe asked the po- 
lice officers present if they had ever seen her beg- 
ging, or if they knew anything about her, but 
none of them remembered having seen her be- 
fore. Jones,the mendicity officer, said he saw 
her some time ago in Gower street, without either 
shoes or stockings on. Did not see her begging. 
The prisoner protested in the most solemn man- 
ner that she had never begged, and that when the 
officer apprehended her on the previous evening, 
she had just sold the last bunch of her lavender. 
Jones—I never saw any lavender at all with you. 
Mr. Combefsentenced her to seven days? imprison- 
ment in the House of Correction. The poor girl 
was removed weeping bitterly.” 

“There is no flesh in man’s obdurate heart. 
The legislators of this world will be held toa 
fearful reckoning in the Great Day of Accounts. 
But, while we bitterly reproach England with 
her atrocious oppression, let us not forget, that 
a man may, in our sister State of Kentucky, be 
sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary, for simply helping his wife and chil- 
dren to escape from Slavery. 





Fanaticism. 

“Paul, Paul, thou art beside thyself,’ was the 
language of Festus to the chief champion of Chris- 
tianity. A few years since, the man whom the 
nation now delights to honor, was stigmatized as 
the “Massachusetts mad-man.” [tis the usual re- 
sort of the cold-blooded and selfish, to affix the 
epithet, insane, to the enthusiasm of which they 
are incapable. Doubtless the tories of °76 thought 
the “rebels” clean demented; as the conservatives 
in England at this day denounce the advocates of 
popular reform, as fanatics. To no class of men 
has this epithet been applied more frequently, 
and with more virulence, than the enemies of sla- 
very in this country. Itis easy to dispose ef in- 
convenient facts and arguments, if you can only 
fix the epithet, “fanatic,” upon the sober-minded 
man who presents them, 

Col. Stone of the New York Commercial, treats 
this matter very happify. After defining fanati- 
cism, as “intolerant, upeharitable and full of ac- 

. tive evil”—not only “entertaining extravagant 
opinions, but insisting that others~shall likewise 
entertain them, on peril of denunciation, proscrip- 
tion, or severe punishment,” he says— 

“Taking the wofd in this its more enlarged but 
also more real sense, it seems to us that there is 
quite as much fanaticism in some of those who 
apply it as in those towhom it is applied. Prac- 
tically, indeed, their fanaticism is more virulent. 
We do not remember to have read or heard of a 
slave-holder being lynched by abolitionists. The 
newspapershave not made known to us any case 
in which abolitionists have assembled together in 
mobs to tear down churches, pillage men’s houses 
or burn na edifices in which anti-abolitionists 
were holding their meetings.- No anti-abolition- 
ist has been shot, hanged, burned or whipped, to 
our knowledge, by the advocates against slavery. 
They have not even, within our experience, writ- 
ten us sharp letters of reproof for publishing what 
we thought proper. Some of them may have stop- 
ped the paper, for aught we know, because they 
did not like what they found in it, but if they 
have, it has been done quietly, and without as- 
signing the reason. Practically, therefore, we say 
that as between abolitionists and their opponents, 


the balance of toleration seems to incline in fa- 
vor of the former.” 





ASingular Movement. 

It is generelly understood, that since the act of 
emancipation in the West Indies, owing to the 
withdrawal of the females from field-work,.& the 
attention bestowed by so many of the freed-men 
on small farms, there has been a great-outery for 
laborers. Agents have been in this country, try- 
ing to prevail on the colored people to emigrate. 
And the emigration of Africans from Sierra Le- 
one has ‘been encouraged. Generally, the Anti- 
Slavery Societies in England have set their far- 
ces aga’ this; but some of the A bolitionists 
there to-think that if any mischief arise, ‘it 
is the result of confining the emigration. ~Entire- 
ly free emigration from Africa, they say, will not 
only supply the demand for labor in’the West In- 
dies, but do more than any thing else to 
break up the slaye"trade. The Glasgow Anti- 
Slavery Society, we perceive, has adopted resolu- 
tions, urging this view of the question, and alsoa 
petition to the House of Commons in favor of it. 

We doubt its expediency.

Speech of O°Connell. 


Ata meeting of the Loyal National Re- 
peal Association, August 8, Mr. O’Connell 
delivered one of his usually powerful speech- 
es. The following is that part of-it relating 
to his course relative to American pro-sla- 
very repealers; for which they may again 
denounce him, as at Natchez, for his venality. 
Mr. O’Connell again rose, and Said that 
having disposed of these subjects; he wish- 
ed, in the next place, to call the attention.of 
the Association to the more recent proceed- 
ings in England, alluding, .in.the, first in- 
stance, to some occurences in America, on 
which, however, he would not make any 
motion, as he did not -want to aggrayate 
any point of difference that might arise be- 
tween them and the Americans... {Hear.]’ 
He wished to justify hiniself inthe course 
he had taken and to show that these, who are 
most. irritated, were the very. people . that 
ought to be the least disposed to be so. He 
intended to conclude with a motion respect- 
ing the insertion of a portion of. the recent 
speech of Mr. Edmund Burke Roche ‘on the 
minutes, relating to the views of that Asso- 
ciation respecting the Whigs and Tories.

He would, however, in the first instance, 
dispose of the American question. The As- 
sociation; perhaps with more of caution 
than generosity, avoided canvassing the 
question of negro slavery in America---a 
sympathetic disposition for the struggles of 
the Irish people extended on the one hand, 
whilst a feeling of Irish gratitude existed 
on the other. ‘hey were in that position, 
when a Mr. Brosna, and a man of the name 


fit to address letters to them, vindicating 
negro slavery in America, and justifying the 
horrid fact that map should be the property 
of his fellow-man. A disposition weg made 
to endeavor to conciliate the opinion of that 
Association in favor of such a system, but 
they refused, of course, to show any sanction 
to it. (Hear and cheers.) They were for 
liberty all over the world, among every sect 
and persuasion---among every creed and 
cast. What was it to him what color a man 
might be of. Though his skin might be 
black, was he not still made in the image of 
the Eternal God? was he not destined, as 
they were, for an eternity of pain or of hap- 
piness, and was he not redeemed by the 
blood of the Redeemer of all? (Hear.) 
No; never for 2 moment could he tolerate 
the idea of man being made the property of 
another, like the brute beastst But so did 
not think Mr. Mooney and Mr. Brosna, and 
they sent in their compositions to that room, 
justifying the system of palliating it, which 
perhaps was even worse, for it was a shrink- 
ing or timid way of declaring what they 
wished to express, but what they had not the 
courage to speak out boldly. These were 
followed by a reply from the Philadelphia 
Anti-Slavery Society, which it appeared was 
not an original address to the Association, 
but a reply to an attack made upon them by 
Messrs. Brosna and Mooney. (Hear.) They 
declared in that their feelings against 
slavery, and he rose to address the Associa- 
tion upon it with feelings of indignation 
against every man who protects or coun- 
tenances slavery, or who had the least dis- 
position to conceive that one human being 
could become the property of another. 
Against every one who would leave one hu- 
man being to the unlimited caprice of anoth- 
er—who would leave the mother to be torn 
from her children, and the children from 
their mother---who would leave the husband 
and wife to be torn asunder, and separated 
for life, without that separation being oc- 
casioned by their own fault or inclination. 
But he was wasting the time of the Associa- 
tion im describing the horrid nature of slav- 
ery. There was not one of thei..selves who 
would consent to become a slave. They were 
struggling against mitigated slavery, but if 
any body proposed to one of them to embrace 
slavery in its worst shape, he believed the 
reply would be more distinct than forbear- 
ing. But he could have no notion. of the 
man who would rather die than become a 
slave himself, and refusing to perform the 
christian duty of doing as he would be done 
by. He answered that reply in the fullness 
of his feelings, for he had been ever during 
his life, devoted to individual, as well as to 
general liberty. (Hear, hear.) 


He had taken an active part in the Anti- 
Slavery Society from the moment that he was 
competent to discover. any one body of men 
acting for the extinction of slavery all over 
the world, and standing in that Association 
as the representative of the Irish people, 
who had themselves suffered centuries of 
persecution because they were attached to 
humanity, and to what justice and reason de- 
manded; for if they had chosen to be silent, 
and had bowed to authority—if they had 
acquiesced in the dictates of their masters 
and tyrants, they would have escaped many 
temporary sufferings, but they would not 
with religious fidelity to their principle.— 
Standing as their representative, he could 
not act otherwise than he had done, though 
the liberty of Treland, the repeal of the Uni- 
on itself, were to abide the result. He was 
have acquired the glory of having adhered 
bound not to jook to consequences, but to 
justice and humanity: and come what will, 
he did not hesitate to throw heart and soul 
into his opposition to the system that would 
treat human beings asthe brute beasts of the 
field. He spoke distinctly and emphatical- 
ly, for as he wanted to make am impression, 
he used harsher words than he would have 
done, rf he did not know that harsh words 
were necessary to rouse the selfish temper- 
ament ‘of the domineering master of slaves. 
And he did make that sensation, and he was 
glad of it.

Not repeat individual instances of oppres- 
sion andcruelty.. What he had said applied 
as well to Brazil, orto the West Indies, or 
wherever else slavery was known in the 
world, as to America. (Hear, hear, and 
cheers.) It applied to Cuba even mote than 
to America, and he used it, in reference to 
every part of theglobe whereone human be- 
ing claimed property in another.

He would not have.dwelt so long on the 
subject but for a calamity, which was an ex- 
ceedingly afflicting ohe. It was that the 
Irish in America were said to be the most 
cruel of any class to the people of color; 
that they behave, even towards the tree peo- 
ple of color, with more contempt and harsh- 
ness than any others. Was that a calumny 
towards Ireland! (Cries of ‘it is.’) No, it 
pwas not. He had evidence of the first kind 
to prove it. He had the evidence of Lord 
Morpeth, who would not calumniate the Irish 
people, but who before went to the trouble 
of searching through the evidence, as well 
as on his own experience, to state in his 
place in the House of Commons the superi- 
ority of the Irish people as Christians, and 
as social beings, over any other people on 
the face of the earth. After being more 
than a year in America, and travelling from 
Boston to N. Orleans and back again, in a 
diverging route, he stated on the experience 
that he had so acquired, in his speech at a 
recent anti-slavery meeting in London, that 
he saw the Irishmen treat the people of co- 
lor the worst of any class in every part of 
America. It afflicted him exceedingly to 
hear such a statement. The Irish suffered 
persecution themselves, and should feel mer- 
cy for those who were similarly circum- 
stanced. Instead of that, they appeared to 
be most prone to that absurd notion of aris- 
tocracy—the filthy aristoc:acy of the skin. 
It resembled the principle that actuated the 
Orangemen in Ireland of hating those whom 
they injure. The testimony of Lord Mor-

merica. It was doubly base in them as Irish- 
men to act so. At home they were pious, 
kindly and affectionate; but they would ap- 
pear to lose all their generous. feelings -in 
the voyage across the Atlantic, and having 
denuded themselves of every thing else on 
leaving their country, they should also de-:

Virginia and Ohio. 

In looking over certain statistics in Hunt’s Mag- 
azine, prepared by Professor George Tucker of 
the University of Virginia, we were surprised to 
notice that the annual products of Ohio were ra- 














ence was made in the higher price set upon the 
agricultural produce of the latter state. For ex- 
ample, nfaize in Virginia is rated at 50ctsa bush- 
el, in Ohio at. 20:Wheat, at $1,00 in the former, 
in the latter, at 50 cents. It is evident that this 
is not a fair mode of estimating the comparative 
wealth and resources of the two states. The 
Professor himself admits this; for, says he, ‘* we 
should make a very ffalse estimate of the agri- 
cultural wealth of the different states, if we were 
to confine our attention to the money value of 
their several products, and not to regard the quan- 
tities produced. A large part of the products of 
every state is consumed where they are produc- 
ed; and as to that portion, the greater the cheap- 
ness of the products of a state, the greater is its 
wealth. If the same labor and capital would 
produce twice as much grain in the Western 
states as the Atlantic states, it is obvious that ei- 
ther one half the labor and capital required in 
the latter may be saved in the Western States, 
and diverted to other sources of profit, or those 
states may have twice as much as the Atlantic 
states for consumption,” 

Keeping this in view—that is, that agricultu- 
ral products generally are twiceas dear in Vir- 
ginia as in Ohio, so that it cost her twice as much 
for the necessaries of life, we shall be able to 
form some idea of the superior wealth of Ohio, 
by the following comparative tables.

Such is the comparison between an old slave 
state, anda new free state, showing how far in 
advance is the latter, as it respects agriculture, 
manufactures, commerce and population, 

Virginia was the first Anglo-Saxons colony, 
and was settled in 1606. The first civilized set- 
tlement in Ohio was effected in 1787; and she 
became a state in 1802. Virginia has an area of 
64,000 square miles; Ohio, an area of 40,000— 
two-thirds as much. Virginia in natural resources 
is equal, if not superior, to Ohio—she has more 
mineral wealth, as many advantages for com- 
merce and manufactures, a soilas fertile, and 
perhaps more varied in its capabilities. And 
yet, Ohio, in 50 years has risen from nothing to 
a population of three hundred thousand greater 
than that of Virginia, and has at least one-fourth 
more of substantial wealth. What is the expla- 
nation? Virginia is a slave state, and Ohio isa 
free one, 

But, notwithstanding Virginia has scarcely 
one-half of the whole population of Ohio, in the 
Army, in the Navy, in the offices of the General 
Government, in the Diplomatic corps, you find 
four Virginians to one Buckeye. According to 
the true basis of representation, that is, the free 
population, Virginia would be entitled to but 10 
representatives, and 12 electoral votes—while 
she has in fact, 15 representatives, and 17 electo- 
ral votes. In 1840, the popular vote of Virginia 
was eighty six thousand in round numbers; 
that of Ohio, two hundred and seventy two 
thousand. The popular voteof the former now 
cannot be over ninety thousand, while that of 
the latter must be three hundred thousand.— 
Under the new apportionment, Ohio is entitled 
to 23 electoral votes, Virginia to 17; so that 
5,294 Virginians have as much political power in 
the election of President, as 13,063 Buckeyes— 
or one.

It would 
really seem, asif they were ambitious to take the 
lead in the enterprise against slavery. Most un- 
accountably, however, not a whig paper in Obio 
has published that noble letter of John Quincy 
Adams to the Bangor Convention—a letter con- 
fessedly equal in power and eloquence to the very 
best productions of Mr. Adams. Why was this? 
We leave those concerned to answer. 

In all sincerity, we say, we require some- 
thing more than denunciations of slavery and 
prejudice against color. We demand action 
against the aggressions of the Slave-Power. We de- 
mand a recognition of the doctrine, that the 
constitution of the United States does not recog- 
nize the idea that there can be property in man 
—that it does not confer upon Congress the right 
to extend orsustain slavery—that it does not con- 
fer on the federal executive the right to disgrace 
the nation by negotiations for its support,—that it 
is solely a creature of state-law, and is to be re- 
stricted within the limits of the state creating 
it,—that it is a wrong to the free people of this 
country, to allow the principal offices of the gen- 
eral government to be filled by slaveholders— 
that it is a wrong to those interested in the pros- 
perity. of Free-Labor, to have the entire legisla- 
tion of. Congress, and the diplomacy of the Chiet 
Executive, shaped with a view to the protection 
and advancement of Slave-Labor interests. But 
in all these points, our good friends, the Whigs, 
are at fault; and against that class of men, who 
are urging them—who, tired ‘of the meaningless 
denunciations of Slavery, have made up their 
minds to use the ballot-box against its en- 
croachments, they direct their heaviest artille- 
ry. While putting up Anti-Slavery men in one 
region, they choose pro-slavery men in another. 
In the same breath in which they denounce 
slavery, they anathematize its opponents. The 
same convention that sets up. J. R. Giddings, the 
abolitionist; resolves. that Henry Clay is the em- 
bodiment of all Whig prineiples—Henry Clay, 
who, as the author of the Missouri compromise, 
has done more to extend the domination of slavery 
in these States, than any other single man, and

Let us now look at our trade with Brazur,. And 
here we quote Mr. Webster, as sufficient author. 
ity. 
There is no more unequal trade in the world,” 
he remarks, “than that between the United 
States and Brazil. [tis altogether on one side 
The United States take some five millions, (I 
believe tnfle more,) of Brazilian products un- 
taxed; and a half a million slightly taxed-j 
mean hersugar. And what do they receive from 
us untaxed? Nothing atall! Their taxes on 
commodities from the United States are excess. 
ively high. They tax the products of the labor 
and land of this country and sea 30, 40 and 4g 
er cent! We take five millions untaxed, and , 
alf million slightly taxed. 

“How did they stand with England under the 
late treaty between that country and England ?— 
Her stipulation by treaty—-which still exists— 
was that English commodities should not be tax- 
ed more than 15 percent. English cotton, cloth- 
ing, &c., istaxed only 15 per cent., and ours 
from 30 to 50 percent! Yet England taxes them 
100 percent, on some commodities. We take 
Brazil coffee free,and England taxes it 6 to |2 
cents per lb. Is that an equal treaty? 


Of course the tables of our .exports to Brazil 
show no increase for years. If there be any in- 
crease of the trade, it is all to the advantage ol 
that Power. In three years, 1838, °39, °40, the value 
of our merchandize was, 6,374,817 dol., on which 
she charged duty to the amount of 1,466,207 dol. 

Has our government tried the effect of negotia- 
tions in putting our trade on a better footing ?— 


Not at all--and why? 
In 1839, two thirds of our exports to Brazil con- 


sisted of Flour, and the balance of cotton goods, 
‘other manufactures, provisions &c., nearly all the 
products of free labor! 

Similar disadvantages burthen our trade with 
Mexico, from which we receive four or five times 
as much as she receives from us. In 1840, our 
imports therefrom were 4,927,296 dollars; our 
exports thither, 969,038. When we tell the 
reader, that our exports to Mexico consist 
chiefly of cotton goods, manufactures of iron, 
flour, and other products of free labor, he will no 
longer wonder at the inattention of our slavery- 
ruled government to this commerce. 

The history of our relations with Hayni, pre- 
sent a most humiliating picture of the subjection 
ofthe interests and wishes of the freemen of this 
Union to the tyranny of the slaveholders. In an- 
other number we shall say something aboutit. 





Lord Brougham.

J will not 
believe that any man in the situation of Presi- 


dent Tyler, would write such a letter as that 
which J have seen bolstered up in some of the 
newspapers; as if the Queen of this country like 
the President, were to say she had her heart and 
soul in the cause of the Carolina and Virginia ne- 
groes, and that she hoped ere long to see a white 
republic in the north, and a black republic in the 
south; and that the intolerable bond which now 
united them would be severed.

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Remarkable Anecdotes of Dogs. 

The anecdotes given of dogs saving the 
lives of persons in danger of drowning, are 
so numerous as to be familiar to every person. 
“One cannot reflect on the innumerable in- 
stances of the love and usefulness of this 
animal, without being grateful to Providence 
for having given to man a creature capable 
of many of those noble and disinterested 
feelings, which we aré aecnstomed to ap- 
preciate so highly in our fellow-creatures, 
and almost to look upon as constituting the 
perfection of human character.” I beg 
leave to introduce to my readers an anecdote 
of a dog belonging to a friend of mine, but 
shall first, however, mention a story some- 
what similar, related by an author of the 
greatest respectability, regarding a dog be- 
longing to a religious house in France.” 

‘**Ata convent in France, twenty paupers 
were served with a dinner at a certain hour 
every day. A dog belonging to the convent 
did not fail to be present at this regale, to 
receive the odds and ends which were now 
and then thrown to him. The guests, how- 
ever, were poor and hungry, and of course 
not very wasteful; so that their pensioner did 
little more than scent the feast of whiclr he 
would fain have partaken. The portions 
were served by a person at the ringing ofa 
bell, and delivered out by means of what, in 
religious houses, is called a four; which is a 
machine like the section of a cask, that, by 
turning round upon a pivot, exhibits what- 
ever is placed on the concave side, without 
discovering the person who movesit. One 
day, this dog, who had only received a few 
Scraps, waited till the paupers were all gone, 
took the rope in his moh, ana rang the 
bell.—His stratagem succeeded. He repeated 
it the next dey with the same good fortune. 
At length the cook, finding that twenty-one 
portions were given out instead of twenty, 
was determined to discover the trick; in do- 
ing which he had no great difficulty; for, ly- 
ing perdu, and noticing the paupers as they 
came for their different portions, and that 
there was no intruder except the dog, he be- 
gan to suspect the truth, which he was con- 
firmed in when he saw the animal wait with 
great deliberation till the visiters were all 
gone, and then pull the bell. The matter was 
related to the community; and, to reward him 
for his ingenuity, he was permitted to ring 
the bell every day for his dinner, on which 
a mess of broken victuals was always after- 
wards served out to him.” 

The following is the other anecdote I re- 
fer to: A friend of mine, Captain W. Aug. 
Thomson, R._N., residing near Edinburgh, 
has adog, both the parents of which were 
natives of Newfoundland. 

At the time I refer to, (1836) he was, 
I believe, only two years old, but exhibited 
all the indications of great muscular power, 
and singular sagacity. He was.considera- 
bly larger at that time than many full grown 
animals of the same breed, and I aiways 
imagined his eye possessed a very peculiar 
degree of intelligence. One day my friend 
walked down to the sea-beach to observe the 
military, whose barracks are in his neigh- 
borhood, performing their evolutions, and 
took the dog with him. All went on very 
well till the cavalry commenced firing, but 
such a sound was too much for the astonished 
Bounce, as the dog iscalled. Being quite a 
puppy, like many other puppies, he was not 
very willing to stand fire, and he therefore 
considered the best thing he could do was to 
sound aretreat. Accordingly, without cast- 
ing a single glance toward his master, he 
bounced away homewards at full gallop, with 
his tail depressed, and in evident terror.—- 
His master’s residence is about a mile from 
the beach, and it appeared the dog ran the 
whole way at full speed. But as the house 
is ina garden, and surrounded by a lofty 
wall, having a gate which is always shut, 
and which communicates with the house on- 
ly by a beil, it became a problem to our ca- 
nine reasoner, how to get within the walls 
so as to be insafety. The gate he could not 
open, the wall was too high to leap; how, 
then, could he enter? 

He perceived at once his predicament, 
and no doubt thought of the bell he had so 
often seen his master pull, and the sounds of 
which were so often followed by the opening 
of the gate. Crossing the road, he ran up 
ic a laboring man who was passing, and 
with all the gentleness he could assume, 
seized him by the wrist and held him, at the 
same time wagging his tail, and endeavoring 
to direct the man’s attention to his situation. 
The man was at first, naturally enough, 
much terrified; but the perfectly gentle ap- 
pearance of the animal prevented his fears 
from increasing. He therefore accompanied 
the dog across the road, and was led close 
up to the bell, which he at once perceived 
the animal required him to pull; this having 
been done, he was no longer detained a 
prisoner, and the gate being opened, he re- 
lated to the servant the singular conduct of 
the dog. This little story is entitled to the 
highest credit, not only on account of the 
source I derived it from, but because I my- 
self have seen the dog, when desirous of 
leaving the room, take his master by the 
wrist and lead him to the door in order to 
open it. All this [have been assured is sole- 
ly the result of the dog’s instinet, or rather, 
reason, as he never received any instruction. 
I trust that, although this anecdote has lit- 
ule direct reference to humanity in animals 
I may be excused taking this opportunity of 
mentioning it.—Frazer’s Rights of Instinct.

The 
crows, which in India are very abundant and 
singularly audacious taking advantage of his

To thi 
he had vainly expressed hus dislike, by chat- 
terring, and other indications of his dis- 
pleasure equally ineffectual; but they con 
tinued their periodical depredations. -Find- 
ing that he was perfectly unheeded, he adopt- 
eda plan of retribution as ‘effectual as it 
was ingenious. One morning, when his tor- 
mentors had been particularly troublesome, 
he appeared ag. i seridusly indisposed; he 
me ° is eyes, dropped is ead, an ex- 
hibited various other symptoms ef severe 
suffering. No f were his ordinary ra- 
tions placed at the foot Of the bamboo, than 
the crows, watching their op 
scended in great numbers, 
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the crows had by his time well nigh devour- 
ed. There was still, however, some remain- 
ing, which a solitary bird, emboldened by 
the apparent indisposition of the monkey, 
advanced to seize. | ¢ 

The wily creature was at the time lying 
ina state of apparent insensibility at the 
foot of the pole, and close by the pan. The 
moment the crow stretched out his head, and 
ere it could secure a mouthful of the inter- 
dicted foud, the watchful avenger seized the 
depredator by the neck, with the rapidity of 
thought, and secured it from. doing further 
mischief. He now began to,chatter and grin 
with every expession of gratified triumph, 
while the crows flew around, cawing in bois- 
terous chime, as if deprecating the chastise- 
ment about to be indicted upon their com- 
panion. The monkey continued for a while 
to chatter and grin in triumphant mockery 
of their distress; he then deliberately placed 
the captive crow between his knees, and 
began to pluck it with the most humorous 
gravity. When he had completely stripped 
it, except the large feathers in the pinions 
and tai!, he flung it into the air as high as 
his strength would permit, and after flap- 
ping its wings for a few seconds, it fell on 
the ground with a stunning shock. The 
other crows which had been fortunate enough 
to escape a similar castigation, now sur- 
rounded it, and immediately pecked it to 
death. The animal had no sooner seen this 
simple retribution dealt to the purloiner of 
his repast, than he ascended the bamboo to 
enjoy a quiet repose. ‘The next time his 
food was brought, not a single crow ap- 
proached it.—Oviental Annual, 





Extraordinary Narrative. 

In Galignani’s Messenger we find the fol- 
lowing extraordinary narrative, illustrative, 
of the saying that ‘‘truth is stranger than 
fiction:” 

‘Towards the end of 1841, Signor Anto- 
ni Gagniaro, an opulent merchant of Fer- 
rara, disappeared; and, after several days’ 
search, was found dead in a forest—having 
been evidently overcome and murdered, af- 
ter a desperate struggle. Uponsome strong 
grounds of suspicion, two men, Toeti and 
Reglucci, who had frequently been employ- 
ed in his house as porters, were arrested; 
and, aftera short examination, confessed 
themselves to have been guilty of the crime, 
but justified themselves by protesting that 
they had not been actuated from any person- 
al animosity, but only as the agents, for 
hire, of the deceased’ ssister-in-law, Signora 
Birgando, the. widow of a rich land-owner, 
and a woman equally remarkable for her 
beauty and accomplishments; of whom they 
complained for,having paid them very inade- 
quately for thedeed. This accusation at first, 
could scarcely be believed, from the station 
and character of the female; but it acquired 
a degree of credibility from circumstances; 
and particularly from its being known that 
the deceased had made a will some years be- 
fore, bequeathing the whole of his personal 
property to the children of Signora Birgan- 
do, in case he himself should leave no im- 
mediate descendants, and had lately manifes- 
ted an intention of marrying one of his maid- 
servants. 

Signora Birgando wasarrested and brought 
to trial, together with Toeti and Reglucci, 
before the criminal tribunal of Ferrara.— 
Upon the confession of these two men, cor- 
roborated by the strong and powerful evi- 
dence of other witnesses, the widow Birgan- 
do and her two accomplices were condemn- 
ed to death, after standing a certain time 
exposed, with ropes round their necks, in a 
pillory, to be erected in front of the church. 
Against the sentence the three convicts ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of Bologna.— 
The full confirmation of the sentence was 
universally expected; and even the three ad- 
vocates of Signora Birgando had no other 
hope than that of inducing the court to re- 
duce the punishment one degree below that 
already pronounced upon her. 


What neither the zeal nor talents of the 
Signora’s counsel, though the most eminent 
men from the bar of Rome, Ferrara, and 
Bologna, could be expected to affect, was 
brought about by acts of Providence. Out 
of the four witnesses whose testimony was 
strong against her at Ferrara, two died of 
natural deaths only a few days before the 
hearing of the appeal. A third on the very 
morning of the new trial was thrown from 
his horse and killed. The fourth made his 
appearance in court, and repeated his pre- 
vious evidence, adding certain facts so ex- 
traordinary, that the judge could not help 
making some observations to him on their 
peculiarity, and recommended him to modify 
his statements if he found them incorrect 
or overcharged. And the man, raised his 
hands to heaven, exclaimed, ‘*May I die-up- 
on the spot if all [have said be not the 
purest truth!” At the instant the words 
were uttered, he dropped dead upon the 
ground, struck by apoplexy. The effect of 
this incident on all present may be easily 
conceived. The president immediately ad- 
journed the hearing till next day. 

On resuming the sitting, the eourt pro- 
nounced a decree, acquitting Signora Bir- 
gando, but confirming the sentence passed 
upon Toeti and Reglucci. The widow was 
about to retire in fréedom, when the public 
prosecutor interposed, and moved the court 
that she should be.remanded to prison for six 
months, that tame being allowed for the dis- 
covery of any fresh evidence there might be 
against her; and notwithstanding the strenu- 
ous resistance of the learned advocates, the 
court issued the order required. 

Toeti and. Reglucci had not. been ordered 
for execution, and it was generally believed 
that their punishment would -be commuted.

of his experience in shop keeping. 

‘No said I, ‘my friend, but should like, 
above all things, to hear you relate them.’ 
‘They are brief as woman’s love,’ he re- 
plied sorrowfully; ‘and if you have a mind to 
hear them, you shall; but don’t laugh.’ 

I promised to keep a serious face, and he 
began as follows:— 

‘Two years ago I was casting about for 
some kind of business, whereby I might 
make both ends meet and live respectable, 
when, all at once, it occured that my friends 
Welt and Company, wholesale dealers in 
the boot and shoe business, would, perhaps, 
lend a helping hand to a poor fellow, and 
put me in the way of goodluck.
